One entering the structure linds hira- 


fielf in a room full of sheet tin, sheet 
brass and long brass tubes of various 
calibres. By a stairway tlie second floor 
was reached", and here are found many 
boys sitting at a projecting ledge, or 
bench, which partially surrounds the 
room in front of the windows. Each 
bov has a jet of gas lighted before him, 
and in one hanu holds a blow pipe, the 
blast for which is furnished by a treadle- 
worked bellows fast to the floor, »nd 
connected the blow-pipe by an India 
rubber tube. 
In the other hand he 


takes, in rapid succession, piece after 
piece of glass tuba, cut to a certain 
length, exposes one end to tho flame, 
and when it is in a partly molten condi- 
tion blows a bulb on it and lays it away 
with other piece* that have already- 
been bulbed. This is the first impor- 
tant process in tho making of a ther- 
mometer. Care is taken that the bulb 
bear tho same proportion to the bore of 
the tube. Taking two tubes of equal 
bore and it is desired that under the 
same condition of temperature the mer- 
cury in one shall rise to 130 degrees, uiid 
in tho other to 112 degrees, the former 
would require to have a bulb of about 
twice the capacity which tho bulb of 
the latter has. 


Tho bulbed tubes ara now taken to 


another room 
where the necessary 


amount of mercury U poured into each ! 
tube and the open on it of the tube is I 
hermetically Healed. The bulb is then | 
immersed in pulverized ice, and when 
the degrees of cold Indicated by 3i de- 
grees Fahrenheit ii reached, the point 
is marked ou the glass. The next thing 
Is to ascertain the boiling point, 212 de- 
grees, and this is done by plunging tho 
bulb in boiling water. 
The tubes are 


uuxt taken to tho third tloor of the rear 
building, when each is fastened tempo- 
mrily to a piece of sheet brass—the fu- 
ture iudox plate—aud on tho brass tho 
interval between the freezing niul boil- 
ing pointii are accurately marked. 


The exact measure of this interval, 


one degree, or in combinations of two 
or mure, is now oficertiutwd, and the 
bras* piste, separated from Uw tube, Li 
taken to a room above- wtwre it U sub- 
jected to tho operation of ih« scaling 
muchine. The 
machine in furnished 


with a steel tooth which cuts a line ou 
thu plate otul advancing with mathe- 
matical 
accuracy, 
the distance for 


\vtitah it has been sot. repcuie tha stroke 
until the whole scale Is completed with 
beautiful simplicity and precision. But 
while the plate ia receiving the *roke 
of tho tooth, if the thermometer be the 
ordinary one, at every fifth stroku, a 
cylinder, furuishod with stamps llk» 
teeth in a jaw, and operated by a 
monitor movement, brings the required 
numerical figure to the right of the line 
and sends it down on the plate with 
force enough to leave 
a clean cut 


impression. Tho scale plate is now 
nothing but a piece of scratched and 
stamped sheet bra-s. It is next tlattened 
between rollers, and the lines and in- 
dentations are filled up with black wa\. 
They are then cleaned off by n scouring 
machine, nicklo-plated and made ready 
for caMng. 


The tin case? are stamped oxit in *!0- 


tions by a heavy trip hammer arrange- 
ment on the lower floor. Tliev vary 
ordinarily according to tlie si/.c of the 
tube, from seven to fourteen inches, 
link—• made to special order, when the\ 
may be of any dimension-. The stamped 
mil ea-e- are next japanned and dried 
in an o\en. The tubes are afterward 
attached and the thermometers, ready 
tor the market, are packed away by 
gnwi-t'- in little wooileii boxes on the 
second lloor.

As you ride by a fcotel on a hot day it 


looks very inviting. 
If the house b"e a 


large one, you will see room after room 
stretching backward. In the center of 
the house is an open court, in which is 
a Japanese garden, euch as no one else 
can make. Rockeries 
of 
old and 


curiously shaped rocks, 
plants and 


flowers artistically arranged, and some- 
times a little pond with goldfish. 
Th<> 


parlor is the back room of the house. 
There is really very little difference in 
Tooms, as none of them have one solitary 
piece of furniture. The 
wood-work 


of a parlor is sometimes vcrv pretty, 
and there are pictures, with sometimes 
a poem written in large characters on 
eilk, hanging on the walls. These 
rooms are generally scrupulously clean. 
The floors of all Japanese houses are 
covered with thick straw mats. On 
entering a hotel (or any house), your 
shoes must come off. A Japanese never 
wears anything heavier than a stocking 
while in the house. Wherever there 
is any wood-work in the floor, it is kept 
highly polished, as are also the ve- 
randas, which are an indispensable ac- 
companiment to a hotel, as it is by 
them that the various rooms arc reached. 
The wood is so smooth that it will show 
a scratch, or the mark made by a nail 
in a shoe, us easily as a polibhed table 
would do so. 


On arriving at a hotel you are shown 


to a room, and a girl waiter immediately 
brings tea and cake. The Japanese 
custom is to give a little present of 
money at this time; a greater or less 
sum, according to the amount of atten- 
tion you may deniHmi. 


The prices of lodging arc generally 


fixed at stated sums for first, second and 
third class lodgers. This price includes 
supper, breakfast and lodging. Guests 
do not remain in a hotel during the day, 
excepting at the summer or lieahh re- 
sorts. 
By eight o'clock in thr morning 


the hotel is empty. 
Meals lire invaria- 


bly served in thu different rooms. This 
requires a large number of waiting- 
girls. 


Food is serve.1 on small low tables, 


just raised from the Hoor. 
The price of 


first-class lodging (with meals) is about 
thirty-five cents. That is to Japanese. 
Foreigners are charged for room rent 
and for all the food served. 
Last July 


I put up at a hotel over night. 
Mv 


Japanese teacher was with me." He hail 
one parlor and I had another. Our 
food, rooms, bedding were precisely 
alike. 
He was charged fortv-tive sen 


for lodging and room; I «v«s charged 
fifty sen for room only, and in addition 
for every separate item of food. 
I re- 


fused to pay my bill, but finally was 
obliged to pay it. or I should havu'mndc 
myself a great deal of trouble. 
Most 


hotels prefer not lo take foreigners at 
any priee. 
Uf course, where we are 


served with chairs table and a bed, we 
are willing to pa\ extra for them. But 
\M\ seldom liml these articles except on 
the main roads of travel. One miKt lie 
tired in ord--r to sleep on the floor, 
lying on one thick blanket, with another 
similar one for a cover. 


There is no possible way to fasten the 


room at night. There are no doors like 
our doors. The division between rooms, 
as well as between the mom and the 
outer veranda, is nothing bul paper; 
paper-sliding doors, which can be lifted 
out of their groove.- with the greatest of 
ease, converting the house into one 
larjre room. 
I" Lave slept (?) for a 


number of nights in a room, all four 
sides of which could be taken away in 
live minute*' time, and which, of course, 
'•oukl be opened hy anyone. 
Strange 


as it may seem, there is \ crv -eldom 
uuything like rubbery.

drews, immediately, -and out I go!' 
Mr. Rockefeller smiled, and offered him 
$700,000. Andrews refused, but after 
some figuring they compromised on 
SfJOO.OOO. 
Then Rockefeller took that 


block of stock, without the addition of 
one-tenth of a share, and dumped it on to 
Vanderbilt for 82,000,000. The

Desecrating ITIggara. 


The great question of interest here 


now is, of course, the carrying; out of 
the Park project. It is, indeed, a pilv 
that .sUjps looking to some such project 
as this had not been taken sooner, and 
this is especially true of what will be 
the American portion of the Park. 
Mills, coal yards and railway tracks 
now occupy and disfigure what ought 
to have been one of the most desirable 
portions of thci proposed Park on the 
American side of the river, aud already 
tho requirements of traffic and tho de- 
mnudsot individual interests are making 
thi.'UHBlves dH.igreeablv' prominent on 
tho Canada side, but still there is much 
of natural grace aad beauty left that 
ought by all possible means*to bo pre- 
served. Tho .construction of a track 
leading to the'new.bridge, by theMichi- 
gan^Central Railway Company, has al- 
ready mado sad havoc with the beauties 
of the romnntio looking cliff above the 
Horseshoe Fall. For a long distance 
along thU hitherto wooded precipice all 
its nylvan beauties have given place to 
an unsightly bank of red clay. In time, 
of course, vegetation of some kind may 
take root on this unsightly embank- 
ment, but unless some special effort be 
made to induce such a result it will bo 
many yean* before the iujury inflicted 
(boa on Niagara's environments will be 
{•paired. East of the convent the pas- 
toral beauty of the grassy heights has 
l>eeu almost hopelessly destroyed by the 
disposal that has been made of the"ma- 
terial taken out of the excavation for the 
road-bod. The engineering necessities of 
the work la this immediate locality have 
demanded a long, deep cutting.'and a 
very large portion of the red clay taken 
out of thi* grout cutting has beon de- 
posited in irregular and uusightly heaps 
and rid^ei) upon the grassy flats and 
and slopes adjacent to tlic railwav. 
Much could be done to mitigate in a j 
few years the. worst .feabire? of this act 
of vandalism; but unless some effort be 
made at leveling, top-soiling and seeding 
these groat stivtdies of red clay in tho 
locality, strangers visiting Niagara will 
scuivcly form a very favorable" opinion 
of the icsthrticism of (hi* Canadian peo- 
ple. 
The great need of Niagara, how- 


ever, is the establishment of the proposed 
International Park. This will render 
possible the abolition of many objection- 
ablu features tlml aro coutihuslly ob- 
truiling themselves upon the notice of 
visitors here. One of these is the scat- 
tering of sign-boards even in some of 
the most pii-tiiresijue spots. The visitor 
does not like to have a very pretty vie*. 
obstructed by a painted" sign-boar 
nailed to a tree in the foreground of th 
picture He is contemplating, eventhouo- 
the sign may be that of some small trade's 
man recommending him to examine hi 
extensive assortment of "Indian curiosi 
tios."— Cor.
